Baptists  And 
The  Country  Church 

A  college  president,  not  a  Bap¬ 
tist,  asked:  “Why  is  it  that  of  all 
Protestant  churches  in  America, 
Southern  Baptists  are  the  most 
progressive  and  prosperous?** 

J.  Henry  Burnett  replied,  in 
part:  “Doctor,  your  people  went  to 
the  cities  and  would  not  let  any¬ 
body  preach  without  a  college  edu¬ 
cation.  We  went  to  the  country 
where  the  leaders  are  produced, 
and  established  our  work.  Then 
we  went  to  the  cities.** 

Behind  the  rapid  growth  of 
Southern  Baptists  has  been  the 
vision  of  the  early  pioneers  who 
went  into  the  “highways  and  hed¬ 
ges’*  organizing  churches  to  carry 
the  gospel  to  the  masses.  But 
what  of  today? 

Great  denominations  start  as  a 
movement  of  the  common  people. 
As  these  people  gradually  improve 
their  status  in  life,  the  churches 
grow  in  wealth  along  with  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  move  up  the  ladder  of  so¬ 
cial  class,  leaving  a  new  group  of 
common  men  and  women  as  sheep 
without  a  shepherd. 

Then  the  inevitable  happens. 
The  common  man  must  find  a 
church  that  lias  a  message  for 
him,  and  if  he  cannot,  he  begins 
a  new  one.  The  former  happened 
in  early  America.  The  old  estab¬ 
lished  denominations  lost  their 
message  for  the  common  people. 
Then  there  was  presented  to  them 
from  Europe  the  Baptist  beliefs 
of  the  equality  of  man  before 
God,  a  hope  of  salvation  and  free¬ 
dom.  So  Baptists  advanced,  for 
they  had  a  gospel  of  repentance 
and  salvation  for  the  masses,  not 
the  classes. 

Today  we  wonder  whether  Bap¬ 
tists  are  beginning  to  fall  victim 
to  this  age-old  tendency.  Let  us 
look  at  the  facts.  In  the  period 
1X00  to  1X40  Baptists  in  the  South 
increased  from  62.000  to  323,000 
—an  increase  of  400  per  cent.  But 
from  1900  to  1939  the  increase 
was  from  1,600,000  to  4,900,000, 
or  an  increase  of  200  per  cent. 
One  may  be  inclined  to  attribute 
this  to  the  times  in  which  we  live, 
but  let  us  look  at  other  denomina¬ 
tions. 

In  the  years  from  1XX0  to  1900 
there  began  in  America  what  is 
known  as  the  Holiness  movement. 
This  was  a  movement  of  the  com¬ 
mon  man.  arising  out  of  dissatis¬ 
faction  with  established  denomi¬ 
nations.  One  branch  of  this  move¬ 
ment,  which  might  be  called  a  de¬ 
nomination,  grew  from  6.000  in 
1906  to  136.000  in  1936.  or  an  in¬ 
crease  of  2,000  per  cent,  while 
Southern  Baptists  during  die  sane* 
period  had  an  increase  of  130  per 
cent.

Is  all  this  due  to  lack  of  empha¬ 
sis  on  the  country  church?  By  do 
means,  but  it  is  tru^  enough  to 
make  us  see  the  urgency  of  a  vig¬ 
orous  and  aggressive  country 
church  program  with  a  mission 
and  message  for  ak  men.  To  neg¬ 
lect  the  people  is  to  lose  them. 

Recently  in  a  neighboring  asso¬ 
ciation  a  certain  religious  sect 
moved  into  a  Baptist  community, 
organized  a  church,  erected  a 
building.  launched  a  vigorous  pro- 
graiti,  and  in  a  short  time  had  a 
Sunday  School  enrolment  twice 
that  of  the  nearest  Baptist  church, 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  county. 
This  is  an  illustration  of  what  is 
happening  in  many  sections  of  the 
South.  Our  country  churches  need 
to  be  alerted. 

This  is  a  great  hour  for  our  Bap¬ 
tist  country  churches,  let  them 
match  the  hour  with  real  program 
of  evangelism,  enlistment,  train¬ 
ing  and  visitation — a  program  that 
will  carry  the  gospel  to  all  the  peo¬ 
ple.  Let  us  begin  now.  “The  night 
is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at  hand.” 
(Bom.  13:12).

viduxls  to  be  Inilhlul,  it  to  more 
important  far  church**  to  be.  Tbe 
church  letter  should  not  state  Uut 
s  member  is  in  "good  standing  and 
full  fellowship"  when  everyone 
knows  be  U  not.  If  one  to  a  trou¬ 
ble-maker,  or  never  attended  a 
service,  or  never  supported  the 
church  financUDy,  the  letter  should 
so  state.  If  one  to  a  consecrated, 
faithful  worker  and  has  some  unu¬ 
sual  talents  or  abiliUes,  the  letter 
should  so  state. 

If  every  individual  Baptist  dear¬ 
ly  understood  tbe  nature  at  church 
letters,  and  if  all  Baptist  churches 
eliminated  existent  abases  in  the 
granting  of  them,  our  stature  as  a 
denomination  would  be  notably  in¬ 
creased.

At  least  fifty  percent  of  Baptist 
Church  members  transfer  their 
membership  —  or  move  their  let¬ 
ter*  —  once  or  more  during  their 
lifetime.  We  were  told  last  year 
that  over  two  million  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  should  transfer  their  letters 
into  churches  where  they  live. 
This  being  true,  and  considering 
tbe  confused  thinking  on  the  part 
of  many  individuals,  and  t  h  k 
many  abuses  on  the  part  of 
churches  in  granting  and  receiving 
letters,  every  Baptist  should  know 
the  answers  to  these  ten  questions 
about  church  letters: 

1.  What  is  s  Church  Letter? 

A  church  letter  to  a  certificate 
of  membership,  a  statement  from 
one  Baptist  Church  to  another  that 
one  is  s  member,  and  his  felln* 
ship  has  been  such  in  one  church 
that  be  to  recommended  to  th 
fellowship  of  another. 

1.  Whs  has  The  Authority  to  Grant 
A  Church  Letter? 

The  only  one  who  has  the  au¬ 
thority  to  grant  or  send  a  church 
letter  to  the  church  In  which  one 
holds  membership. 

1.  Whs  Should  Request  the  Church 
Letter? 

The  church  in  which  one  has 
asked  membership  should  request 
the  letter.  This  is  the  work,  of  the 
Church  clerks. 

4.  To  Whom  Should  the  Letter  he 
Granted? 

A  church  letter  should  be  grant¬ 
ed  to  tbe  church  requesting  it  — 
and  never  to  the  individual  It  is 
a  church  letter.  In  rare  instances 


when  the  individual  may  take  hia, 
letter  personally  to  another  church 
the  letter  should  be  made  to  that 
particular  church,  aod  not  ‘‘to 
whom  it  may  concern”.  This  dis¬ 
courages  ‘Trunk  Baptists”. 

S.  Te  Whom  Dm  th*  Church  Lot 
tor  Belong? 

The  church  letter  belongs  to  the 
church  which  holds  it  —  or  in 
which  the  individual  holds  mem 
bership.  The  church  controls  it  un¬ 
til  it  to  received  in  another  church 
When  ooe  joins  the  church  by 
letter,  be  to  voted  into  mernk- 
ship  contingent  upon  the  receipt 
of  his  letter  from  the  o  t  h  e 
church.

Church  School  Graduates  Have 
Greater  Chance  Of  Success

Who's  Who  in  America  has  pub¬ 
lished  a  leaflet  called  "The  Vital 
Part  of  Knowledge."  and  they  iden- 
*ify  that  vital  element  as  charac- 
tor. 

Usually,  says  the  leaflet,  people 
see  no  connection  between  char¬ 
acter  building  and  formal  educa¬ 
tion.  Character  ia  considered  one 
jbjective,  education  another.  And 
this  philosophy  has  led  parents  to 
believe  that  if  a  public  school  or  a 
college  is  big,  well  equipped,  in  a 
good  neighborhood  and  staffed 
with  instructors  capable  of  suc¬ 
cessfully  teaching  the  subjects 
they  are  assigned,  they  have  a 
good  school.  Hence,  the  leaflet 
continues,  the  tremendous  growth 
of  tax-supported  educational  insti¬ 
tutions. 

“Fortunately,”  says  the  Who’s 
Who  leaflet,  "there  exists  a  minori¬ 
ty  who  think  differently.  They  are 
the  ones  responsible  for  our  many 
independent  educational  institu¬ 
tions,  private  preparatory  schools 
and  denominational  colleges.  The 
only  reason  for  the  existence  of 
these  institutions  lies  in  the  fact 
that  they  have  obligations  above 
and  beyond  the  impartation  of 
knowledge."  If 

And  then,  the  writer  of  the  leaf¬ 
let  cities  his  clincher: 

‘Proof  of  their  (these  private, 
denominational  colleges)  effective¬ 
ness  is  contained  in  a  recent  sur¬ 
vey  made  by  the  Editors  of  'Who’s 
Who  in  America,'  wherein  it  ia 
proved  by  statistics  that  the  grad¬ 
uate  of  this  type  of  institution  has 


from  four  to  seven  times  the  aver¬ 
age  chance  of  success. ” 

It’s  a  telling  testimony  and  ir¬ 
refutable  argument  for  Christian 
education  as  sponsored  by  our 
church  colleges  across  the  nation.

TV  basic  difference  of  belief  be- 
tvUeeo  Southern  Baptists  end  inter 
denominational  and  noo -denomina¬ 
tional  movementa  ia  our  belief  con¬ 
cerning  the  nature  and  function  of 
the  church.  It  ia  at  thia  point  that 
we  would  compromise  our  beliefs 
concerning  the  Scriptures  moat 
seriously  if  we  were  to  become  part 
of  either  interdenominational  or 
Don  denominatiooal  movements. 

The  Scriptures  and  the  Church 

If  we  are  to  be  convincing  to 
ourselves  as  well  as  to  others  in 
maintaining  our  position  separately 
from  these  movements,  we  must 
restudy  and  be  able  to  state  con¬ 
vincingly  what  we  believe  the 
Scriptures  teach  concerning  the 
church. 

We  cannot  expect  to  avoid  the 
pressure  of  either  of  these  move- 
menu  It  U  a  part  of  the  environ¬ 
ment  in  which  we  live  today  and 
cornea  from  one  side  just  as  much 
•s  from  the  other.  But  we  seem  to 
be  much  more  susceptible  to  the 
non -denominational  Influence  than 
we  are  to  the  Inter -denominational. 

We  have  been  hi«hly  alerted  to 
the  pressure  of  the  infer -denemlne- 
*  lorn  I  influence,  especielly  in  Its 
development  In  the  ecumenic  el 
movement,  end  hove  token  rslher 
viperous  positions  In  seme  be- 
stonces  to  puard  epalnet  H.  Per 
the  most  pert.  However,  we  hove 
remained  oblivious  te  the  equally 
serious  challenge  to  our  beliefs  con¬ 
cerning  the  church  which  •  rises 
from  the  Influence  of  nen-denoml 
nationalism. 

Our  answer  to  both  of  these  chal¬ 
lenges  Is  to  be  found  tn  wbat  we 
believe  the  Scriptures  leach  about 
the  church.  In  the  Ecumenical 
Movement,  a  concept  of  the  Holy, 
Sacra menUl.  Ecclesiastical  Body 
ef  Christ  ia  clearly  crystallising 
which,  in  my  opinion.  Southern 
BaptiaU  could  not  poaaibiy  accept 
and  continue  to  he  true  to  what  ere 
believe  the  Bible  teaches  concern¬ 
ing  the  church. 

On  the  other  hand,  t  non  denoml 
nationalism  so  weakens  the  eoo 

eept  of  the  church  and  attaches  so 
little  importance  te  scriptural 
teachings  concerning  it  that  all 
Ideas  of  the  church  seem  ta  be 
equaly  valid,  provided  they  give 
support  to  the  particular  theologi¬ 
cal  interpretation  of  the  Scripture# 
generally  held  by  non-denomina- 
tional  groups. 

Instead  of  determining  our  posi¬ 
tions  with  reference  te  both  of 
these  movements  on  the  real  issue 
of  the  nature  and  function  of  the 
church,  we  have  taken  our  post 
tions  on  the  basis  of  our  appraisal 
of  their  theology.  We  have  con 
demned  the  theology  of  the  inter 
denominational,  or  ecumenical 
movement,  aa  being  modernistic, 
and  have,  therefore  refuaed  to 
have  any  relation  with  thia  move¬ 
ment.  On  the  other  band,  we  eon- 
alder  the  theology  of  noa  deoooii 
national  groups  as  conservative 
and,  therefore,  have  had  much 
closer  affiliation  with  them  (ban 


with  inter  denominational  groups 

Difference  Is  Belief  About 
the  Church 

The  fact  la  that  our  basic  differ¬ 
ence  with  both  groups  is  in  our 
beliefs  about  the  church.  I  am 
persuaded  that  theologically  we 
have  much  more  in  common  with 
the  inter-denominational  groups 
than  many  of  our  people  realise.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  support  a 
charge  of  modernism  against  re¬ 
cent  statements  issued  by  many  of 
these  groups  concerning  the  reve¬ 
lation  as  recorded  in  the  Bible  of 
God’s  redemptive  acta  in  the  a  ton 
ing  death  and  resurrection  of  his 
son,  Jesus  Christ. 

Be  that  at  H  may,  however,  this 
dee*  net  obviate  the  very  reel  and 
vital  difference  In  our  belief*  con¬ 
cerning  whet  the  Bible  teaches 
about  the  church.  And  ne  mere  dee* 
the  fed  that  we  may  And  much 
in  common  with  the  theology  ef  the 
non-denominational  groups  obviate 
the  equally  real  end  vital  difference 
we  have  with  them  in  our  belief* 
concerning  the  church. 

Tbs  pretence  of  this  pressure  on 
our  beliefs  from  these  two  sources 
leads  me  to  suggest  s  third  chal¬ 
lenge  which  we  face.  Thia  one  is 
to  be  found  within  ourselves 

We  are  frequently  tempted  to  re¬ 
sort  to  the  ecclesiastical  strength 
and  authority  of  the  Southern  Bap 
list  Convention  to  guard  ourselves 
against  such  pressure.  Cb  the  ex¬ 
tent  that  we  yield  to  this  tempta¬ 
tion,  wo,  oursehree.  become  the 
chief  of  violators  of  what  we  pro¬ 
fess  to  believe  about  the  nature  and 

function  of  the  church. 

• 

Danger  ef  Leaning  Tee  Ear 

Ia  our  reaction  to  the  concept 
of  the  church,  as  ooa  ecclesiastical 
body,  the  Holy,  Sacramental  Body 
of  Christ,  we  may  react  so  far  to 
an  opposite  extreme  that  we  shall 
ignore  the  teachings  which  the 
Scriptures  do  have  concerning  the 
church  and  the  body  of  Christ.  Wc 
can  so  magnify  the  separateness  ef 
the  local  church  that  we  may  sepa¬ 
rata  ourselves  from  the  fellowship 
of  those  who  constitute  a  large 
part  of  the  body  of  Christ,  even 
though  they  are  not  members  of 
Southern  Baptist  churches. 

The  meet  effective  defen* «  end 
support  ef  our  position*  in  reisHen 
to  interdenominational  and  non- 
denominational  movement*  Is  the 
truth  ef  the  scriptural  teachings 
concerning  the  nature  end  function 
of  the  church.  If  wo  know  this 
truth  and  speak  It  In  love,  then  we 
are  free  and  need  ne  other  defence. 
A*  we  ere  guided  by  thl*  truth  wo 
•hall  be  able  to  avoid  extreme  ro¬ 
te  Hons  to  th*  tnfluonco*  both  with¬ 
out  end  within  eur  churches  which 
we  are  challenging  eur  belief* 
•bout  the  church. 

Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall  has  render¬ 
ed  a  service  la  calling  our  attention 
to  the  importance  of  our  studying 
the  doctrine  of  the  church.  Al¬ 
though  many  of  us  do  not  think  that 
such  study  should  bo  made  by  a

Positive  Thinking?

In  the  name  of  religion  —  the 
religion  of  Jesus  Christ  —  a  new 
"fad"  has  developed.  Perhaps 
‘'emphasis’’  is  a  more  polite  word 
I  refer  to  the  current  cult  which 
says  “Now  let’s  think  positively 
about  everything;  don’t  think  nega¬ 
tively.  for  negative  thinking  ia 
harmful  and  a  hindrance  to  suc¬ 
cess  and  happiness.” 

Let  us  consider  a  few  negative 
thoughts  about  positive  thinking 

Here  is  an  exact  quotation  from 
the  most  noted  exponent  of  posi¬ 
tive  thinking: 

"For  the  next  twenty-four  hours, 
deliberately  speak  hopefully  about 
everything,  about  your  Job,  about 
your  children’s  marks  in  school, 
about  your  health  and  about  your 
future.  Speak  hopefully  about  the 
prospects  for  world  peace  and  the 
business  outlook  and  go  out  of 
your  way  to  talk  optimistically 
about  everything.  .  .  .  You  must 
feed  your  mind  even  a*  you  feed 
your  body,  and  to  make  your  mind 
healthy  you  must  feed  it  good 
nourishing,  wholesome  thoughts. 
Therefore,  now,  today,  start  to 
shift  your  mind  to  positive  think¬ 
ing.” 

In  other  words,  if  something  is 
painful  to  Rank  about,  just  don’t 
think  about  it 

Is  this  above  quotation  from  the 
UMty  School  of  Christianity?  No. 
although  their  technique  is  very 
similar,  though  not  as  honest 
Christian  Science?  No,  they  are 
more  vague.  This  quotation  cosses 
from  the  pen  of  a  leading  minis¬ 
ter  of  our  generation,  and  passes 
itself  off  aa  New  Testament  reli¬ 
gion  and  sound  psychology 

Consider  (he  psychology  angle 
first.  About  the  turn  of  the  eentu 
ry,  a  French  pharmacist  by  the 
name  of  Coue  (pronounced  koo-A' 
developed  a  health  technique  caB- 
cd  autosuggestion  By  1*10  he  es¬ 
tablished  a  world-famous  clinic  at 
Nancy  The  method  was  simple 
The  patient  simply  says,  “Day  by 
day  In  every  way  I  am  getting  bet 
ter  and  better."  Do  that  twenty  or 
thirty  times,  especially  when  you 
first  wake  up  in  the  morning.  The 
result?  Coue  died  in  1928.  I  first 
met  him  through  the  Mutt  and  Jeff 
funnies.  By  the  time  I  was  grown 
the  whole  world,  those  who  were 
intellectually  seif-respecting  were 
laughing  him  out  of  court. 

And  to  think  that  Coueism  comes 
back  twenty  years  later  dressed  up 
in  ministerial  garb!  Same  aid  error 
but  in  a  Genevan  gown! 

What  ia  wrong  with  this  "posi¬ 
tive  thinking’’  creed?  The  first 
thing  is  that  R  ia  downright  dis 
honest  Is  Riat  a  valid  considera¬ 
tion? 

‘The  bull  in  the  pasture  fat  not 
basically  a  bad  animat;  al  ani¬ 
mals  mean  to  be  friendly . 

Ooh,  wbat  hit  me?"  "Thait  odor  I 
smell  in  the  basement,  could  the 
gas  be  leaking*  Hmm,  that  could 
be  dangerous.  I’ll  light  a  match.  .  • 


Why  I  am  trembling;  there  is 
nothing  to  be  afraid  of  —  except 
fear.  . . .  Scratch.  .  . .  Scratch.  .  . 
Boom!  (Loud  Silence!)" 

Many  other  examples  could  be 
given  to  think  positively  about* 
negative  aspects  of  life  is  to  call 
black  white  and  poison  a  whole¬ 
some  beverage.  A  person  should 
think  positively  about  positive 
things  and  negatively  sBout  nega¬ 
tive  things.  Life  is  composed  of 
both.  If  a  man  finds  himself  see¬ 
ing  only  one  color,  whether  black 
or  rose,  he  should  try  to  find  out 
the  cause  and  remove  it,  not  trick 
himself  into  thinking  he  is  "heal¬ 
thy"  or  "successful”  or  "power¬ 
ful." 

Another  serious  objection  to  this 
mental  trickery  is  that  it  leads  to 
moral  and  emotional  downfall 
This  method  of  avoiding  the  un¬ 
pleasant  in  life  is  what  the  psy¬ 
chologists  call  “repression.”  You 
push  the  contending  ides  back  in  a 
dark  corner  of  the  mind  and  then 
deny  that  it  is  there  —  this  pro¬ 
cess  is  automatic  in  repression.  To 
have  to  say  "affirmations"  to 
yourself  every  morning  ia  a  sign 
that  repressions  are  not  working. 
Anxiety  is  close  to  the  surface. 
Instead  of  dealing  with  the  normal 
unpleasant  problems  of  life,  thes 
people  turn  their  attention  away 
from  them.  But  do  they  get  rid  o' 
them?  They  do  not.  They  develop 
a  crippled,  unrealistic,  childish  at¬ 
titude  —  and  call  it  faith. 

Take  the  fact  of  sin.  Positive 
thinking  denies  it  or  quickly  for¬ 
get*  it.  This  is  not  God’s  way.  He 
asks  us  to  face  our  sins,  confess 
them,  accept  forgiveness,  and  ac¬ 
cept  ourselves  as  sinners  who  live 
in  constant  need.  To  act  like  no 
harm  can  come  to  us  even  though 
we  have  sinned  is  untrue  and  un- 
scriptural.  All  of  this  talk  about 
not  thinking  negatively  is  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  deaden  the  human  con¬ 
science  so  that  It  does  not  hurt. 
But  God  has  a  better  way.  Forgive¬ 
ness. 

'  Imagine  John  the  Baptist  think¬ 
ing  positively  about  those  hypo 
critical  pharisees.  And  Peter  re¬ 
buked  Christ  for  negative  thinking 
about  his  subsequent  death  (Matt 
16:21-23).  Jesus  wss  guilty  of  (his 
honest  realism  over  and  over. 
Need  I  multiply  examples?  They 
are  on  every  page  of  the  Bible 

Satan's  new  trick  (to  ward  off 
conviction  of  sin  and  conversion) 
is  put  forth,  too.  in  the  name  of 
psychology.  "Positive  thinking"  is 
supposed  to  prevent  insomnia,  ner¬ 
vous  breakdowns,  heartburn  (old 
name  for  Indigestion),  colds,  and 
aB  forms  of  Insanity  About  the 
only  thing  any  reputable  psycholo¬ 
gist  can  say  for  this  new  fad  ia 
this:  R  won't  do  you  much  harm  if 
you  are  not  already  sick.  But  in 
that  case  you  wouldn’t  likely  be 
monkeying  around  with  it  any¬ 
way.  * 

The  hutnan  mind  has  such  a 
tendency  to  turn  away  from  the 
hard  facts  of  reality  that  It  needs 
no  encouragement  Anyone  who  in 
the  name  of  religion  leads  people 
to  try  to  manipulate  their  minds 
by  “thought  conditioners”  or  any 
other  kind  of  autosuggestion  is  do¬ 
ing  a  great  disservice  to  both  man 
and  God.  Our  minds  were  made 
to  use  honestly  in  “seeing  life 
steadily  and  seeing  it  whole  ”  Can 
you  imagine  Jesus  saying  to  him¬ 
self,  "Now  I  must  condition  m  y 
mmd  to  receive  the  power  a t 
God’’ 

I  in  in  favor  of  reinterpreting 
the  Word  of  God  tor  each  genera¬ 


tion  Old  truths  must  be  put  la 
new  words,  in  Ihr  language  of  the 
people.  But  these  new  strdi 
must  be  true  ones,  true  to  the 
facts  of  God’s  revelation  and  of 
the  human  mind.  And  nothing  ia 
farther  from  the  Now  Testa¬ 
ment  than  an  attempt  to  teach  a 
technique  by  which  man  may  feel 
this  or  that  Joy,  peace,  love, 
freedom,  salvation  in  full,  come 
not  in  ‘'thinking"  any  certain  way. 
but  a  a  the  result  of  God’s  work  in 
the  human  heart. 

The  new  heresy  reminds  me  of  a 
book  review  by  Lessing,  the  Ger¬ 
man  philosopher:  “There  is  much 
in  this  book  that  is  new  and  much 
that  is  true,  but  what  is  new  is  not 
true  and  what  is  true  is  not  new."
